OUR SUBURBAN TOWNS, 


The secretary of the navy has sub 


mil ted to congress, with his indorse- 
ment, a communication from the Mas- 
sachusetts State society, Daughters of 
18i2, asking authority to restore the old 
frigate Constitution to a serviceable 
condition in order that she may again 
be pi iced in commission and used as a 
training ship, or in such other manner 
«s may be deemed best. It is proposed 
to defray the cost of such restoration 
by popular subscription, and the work 
is to be done at the Boston navy yard. 
According to the representations of the 
Massachusetts society the Constitution 
as she exists today is but a relic of the 
glory of the na^y in its infancy, and 
the fact that the memory of her prowess 
is still cherished among the people is a 
gratifying evidence of patriotism that 
should be encouraged. It is represent- 
ed that the rehabilitation of this grand 
old man-of-war by the voluntary con- 
tributions of the people, would be an 
object lesson of great value to the peo- 
ple of the country at large. In recom- 
mending legislation to the end desired 
Secretary Long suggests that in case 
the reconstruction of the vessel is au 
thorized it be with the understanding 
that the work be done under the super 
vision of the navy department.

•'•O*e pound of baker's bread cut in 
ItUas a&d placed in a deep dish, one- 
he]f e*p butter (spread each slice' 


butter), one cup raisins, seeded. 
with bread. Into one quart of 
•Ult put one-half cup sugar, two-thirds 
tttp molasses, three eggs well beaten, 


teaspoonful vanilla, pinch of 
i, nutmeg and salt; turn this mix- 
ture over the bread, steam two hours 
aad a balf. Sauce—Cream, one-quar- 
ter of a cup butter, with two cups 
powdered sugar; flavor with vanilla. 


Chicken Patties. 


Mince some cold chicken and a lit- 
tle cooked ham, moisten with gravy 
and add a few drops of lemon juice; 
also salt and pepper to taste. Roll 
out some pastry and stamp it into 
rounds. 
Lay half the rounds on 
greased patty tins, brush round the 
edges with beaten white of egg and 
put some of the minced chicken on 
each round; cover the remaining cir- 
cles ot pastry, brush over with white 
of egg, press the edges slightly to- 
gether and bake in quick oven for 
about 20 minutes. 


Cocoanut Cream. 


A cocoanut cream to spread on thin 
layers of cake requires one cup of 
milk, one half cup of grated cocoanut, 
one cup of sugar, a small lump of but- 
ter. 
Boil altogether; when it comes 


to a boil put in one tablespoonful of 
corn starch dissolved in a little milk; 
let all come to the boiling point; 
when nearly cold beat in one egg. 
Spread this on the layer of cake and 
you have the cocoanut cake which 
literally melts in" your mouth. 


Apple Fritters. 


Peel firm, tart apples and cut into 


thin slices and put them in a bath of 
claret and sugar or cherry juice and 
sugar when cherries are in season. 
Let them remain for three hours. 
Sprinkle thickly on a clean cooking 
napkin an ounce of flour and roll the 
apple slices in it after they have been 
drained. Fry in hot fat and serve hot 
with pieces of lemon and spiced sugar. 


Split Pea Soup. 


Soak one pint of dried split peas 


over night. 
In the morning place 
them over'the fire in two quarts of 
cold water, with one pound of beef, 
and cook slowly for two hours, or un- 
til the liquor is reduced one-half. 
Pour into a colander and press the 
peas through with a spoon. Season 
with salt, pepper and celery salt, and 
eat with oyster crackers. 


Beet Salad. 


Boll four medium sized beets; when 
cold, chop quite fine, add half as much 
chopped cabbage as you have beets, 
and horseradish to make it taste 
quite hot; pour a salad dressing over. 
No rule can ge given for the amount 
of horseradish, as it is much stronger 
sometimes than at others.

In the great 
and growing West there are ten avail, 
able males for every maiden, and even 
in the Northern and Eastern states 
there are actually more bachelors 
than spinsters, twenty years old and 
upward. No state In the Union has 
a» many maidens as single men. 
North and East the percentage of 
bachelor 
surplus 
is 
as follows: 


Rhode Island 
2, Massachusetts 3, 


District of Columbia 8, North Carolina 
and New Hampshire 9, Connecticut 
20, Maine 37, Vermont 54, Maryland 
19. New Jersey 22, New York 26, Vir- 
ginia 22, Pennsylvania 21. All of these 
are low percentage states so far as 
the superiority of bachelors in point 
of numbers is concerned. 


Out in Idaho there are one thousand 


per cent, more bachelors than spin- 
sters—16,584 to 1,420. Wyoming has 
993 per cent, more unmarried men 
than single women; Arizona 931, 
Washington 777, Nevada 671—all of 
which figures include neither widow- 
ers, widows, nor divorced people. 
The average lonely spinster ought not 
to,need many charms in order to se- 
cure a running mate in those states, 
nor In Idaho nor Wyoming, where the 
excess of unmarried males is as 10 
to 1. In California single men out- 
number single women by 307 per cent, 
in Colorado 418, Florida 122, Kansas 
158, Michigan 111, Minnesota 148, Mis- 
souri 96, Nebraska 214, New Mexico 
290, North Dakota 1!94, Soutli Dakota 
282, Oklahoma 485.

IT It NOT WILL-KNOWN BY ALL 


HOUSEKEEPERS. 


Price Is Ne Ouide te the Amount of 


Nourishment—One 
Half

comes Spent Blindly—Useless Ex* 
pense That Fritters Away Money. 
The current number of What to Eat 


contains an article by Laura Clark 
Rockwood on the "Pecuniary Value of 
Food," which is worthy of consider- 
ation. The greatest percentage of the 
earnings of the wage-workers of the 
country IB spent for food but, unfor- 
tunately, the money is spent more or 
less blindly, she declares. That is, 
the man or woman who does the buy- 
ing determines the purchase largely 
by taste or by chance, as the case may 
ae. without regard to the nutritive 
values. 


And this mistake is through no spe- 


cial fault or theirs, but because there 
is a great lack ot general knowledge 
ipon the subject of the pecuniary 
economy and nuitritive value of foods. 
The average income of the people of 
this country is small, not over $500 
per annum, and statistics show that 
of this amount over one-half is spent 
.or food. In many cases it has been 
tound that less money might have 
seen expended ^ith better results; 
;hat is, the different members of the 
!amily might have been better nour- 
ished through a different selection 
of cheaper food. The most economi- 
cal food is that which is best adapt- 
ed to the requirements of the user, 
which will best nourish the body, 
which will "agree" with him, and 
which is the least costly. 


It is all very -well lor those who can 


afford porterhouse steak to use it, but 
the rank and file cannot afford it, and 
what they need to know is a palatable 
way to prepare the cheaper cuts. A 
butcher in New York said that he had 
great difficulty in trying to convince 
a poor seamstress, who always bought 
tenderloin steaks at 60 cents a pound, 
that she might get just as much nour- 
ishment from the cheaper cuts. 
She 


was rather insulted at the idea, and 
said with some dignity t,hat she al- 
ways bought the best. 
Now this is 


certainly a case where the best is not 
always the cheapest. 
For instance, bearing in mind that 


neck meat is richer in protein than 
tenderloin steak, let us consider the 
pecuniary value of each 
With our 


lower prices here in the West we can 
purchase two pounds of steak for 30 
cents, and this amount will make a 
meal for lour people, there being, of 
course, considerable waste in the way 
of fat and trimmings. 


This same '.SO cents will buy four 


pounds of neck meat. In our house- 
hold- Ave cook it by thoroughly brown- 
ing all sides o£ it in hot butter in 
which there is a slice of onion. This 
searing over the outside serves to re- 
tain . the juice. Then boiling water 
enough to keep the meat from burn- 
ing is added and the meat allowed to 
snnmei for three hours. Add salt 
and pepper a short time before it is 
done. A half 
houi before dinner 


dunmlings are made and added to the 
contents of the kettle. The result is 
at. savory and nutritious a dish as one 
could wish. A second serving of the 
same meat appears as croquettes into 
•which the gravy left from the first 
day is incorporated, and a third serv- 
ing taki--s the form of hash, minced 
incut ou toast or meat soufle, and thus 
the meat for three meals has been 
provided at a cost of only SO cents. 


Do not dospise hash. It is a tempt- 


ing dish when pioperly prepared. 
Chop the meat fine and put in the skil- 
let \\ith a little boiling water, butter, 
pepper and salt. Spread the chopped 
potato on top. Cover closely and let 
the potato steam through, but do not 
stir it into the meat until just before 
taking it from the stove. The nutri- 
tive value of whole wheat flour is not 
appreciated as it should be, for the 
food value of a pound of flour is much 
greater than that of a pound of meat, 
while its cost is very much less. 


It is safe to sav that many people 


spend much more for their food than 
is necessary 
In a recent article in 


one of the leading magazines a per- 
centage of over three-fourths of the 
income was given for necessities, and 
that when the income varied from $1,- 
500 to $2,000. That latio for a family 
of four was much too large, for in the 
West, where food is comparatively 
cheap, a family of four can live very 
well ou $400 a year, judiciously ex- 
pended for food. This sum, of course, 
does not include the cost of preparing 
the tood; that is servants' wages.

ed that tailor-made suits might be 
had for |5 up. She enclosed $15, and 
minute directions as to cut, color, ma* 
terial, etc. ' I knew before I started 
out Just what a wild goose chaso 1 
was destined for. but she was a dear 
friend and I resolved to tak» nothing 
for granted. 


I wasted two whole days, spent two 


dollars in carfare and luncheon, lost 
my patience, aroused the ire of divers 
saleswomen because I tried to get a 
stylish, 
well-made gown 
for 
the 


money. I found at last the exact copy 
of the cut she sent me, and the price 
was $40. 


The so-called bargains in the big 


department stores are bargains only 
when the purchaser can remodel the 
garment that is slighty behind the 
style and adapt it to her needs. The 
exhorbitant prices asked for some 
gowns and coats often 
apparently 


have no cause for being. It may be 
due to the special cut, the use of an 
exclusive material or an unusual 
amount of handwork that often dou- 
bles the actual cost of the garment. 
Fashionable women who order their 
gowns from Paris, or can buy the lat- 
est importations, have already dis- 
carded a fashion by the time the great 
feminine world is wearing it on the 
street, so the woman who Is not par 
ticular as to the latest mode can often 
pick up beautiful cqstumes at a low 
cost, but they cannot always be had 
by seeking. 


Except for fleeting styles, it pays to 


buy good materials and well-made 
trimmings. One clever woman, who 
does most of her own dressmaking 
and makes her hats says she is very 
careful to buy the best her purse af- 
fords, and the moment the trimming 
becomes out of date she rips it off and 
lays it aside, knowing that in "seven 
years" it will be in style again. 
She 


has an ermine collar ou her new 
tailor-made suit that was a Christmas 
present when she was nine years old, 
and a white evening waist adorned 
with silk fringe that decorated her 
comencement gown years ago.

London. Dec. 13.—The War 
Office 


publishes the following despatch from 
General Duller: 


"Despatch from General White, dated 


December 11. says: "Last night Col- 
onel Metcalfe and 600 of the Set-ond 
rifle brigade sortied to capture a Boer 
howitzer on a hill. 
" 'They reached the crest without be- 


ing discovered, drove off the enemy, 
and then destroyed the howitzer with 
guncotton. 


"When returning Metcalfe found his 


retirement barred by the Boers, but he 
forced his way through, using the bay- 
onet freely. The Boer Josses were con- 
siderable. The British losses were the 
following: 
Liu tenant. Fergusson and 


eleven men killed; Captain Paley, Sec- 
ond Lieutenant W. Davenport, Second 
Lieutenant Bond and forty-one men 
wounded; six men captured who had 
remained behind in charge of the 
wounded."

The- 
prisoner kept her eyes riveted on the 
witness, and when she swore to thi1? 
Miss Robertson fainted and was taken 
from the court. 


The manner of the witness has caus- 


ed many to believe that she is rehears- 
ing a story that has been drilled into 
her mind. When Crosby, lawyer for 
the prisoner, began to cross-examine, 
she fainted for the second time and 
again had to be removed. 


The demeanor of Mrs. Sanderson is 


impressive. She has exhibited no signs 
of emotion, and her bearing toward 
Miss Robertson is one of pity and com- 
passion rather than of anger.

The accident orcursd In a most pecu- 


liar manner. 
Throe trains happened 


to be at thf same point at about the 
same time, and owl»g to a compara- 
tively trifling: accident to one of them 
they were all involved in a. wreck. Fast 
freight No. 44'2. a regular train, was 
running westbound on track No. 3 at 
Schallc's. This train in some way be- 
f-cme uncoupled in the middle. 
The 


break was not observed for a. time, 
and the two portions became separated 
by quite a distance. The forward "half 
slowed up slightly for a down grade 
and just as it reached the foot of the 
slight incline the rear part, which had 
attained a high rate of speed on the 
grade, crashed into the forward por- 
tion. 


The force of the collision threw sev- 


eral of the freight cars off the rails, 
and they tumbled over upon track No. 
U. 


Just as the accident happened extra 


freight No. 1665 was passing eastbound 
on track No. 2. The foremost of the 
derailed casr struck the twelfth car of 
the eastbound freight, and that and 
several following cars were also de- 
railed and piled up in a general ruin, 
rcs-ulUng also in the blocking of track 
No. 1.

admit that they have been injured to 
any qreat extent by the testimony of 
Mamie Melando, but to the spectatois 
In the court room yesterday

peared that the evidence obtained from 
the joung- woman is of the utmost im- 
portance. Besides furnishing coroborate 
1» oof of Molineux's use of the blue, 
orescent crested paper, she admitted to 
Recorder Goff. after much hesitancy, 
that fhe had been interviewed about 
that paper by Molineux's lawyer, Bar- 
ton- S. Weeks, last January, or more 
than a month before the accused was 
arrested.

lution on This Line. 


MATTER OF IMPORTANCE 


Rssolutlona Prom the MaaaachuHtta 


Lsglslaturt on tho Vubjoct Aro Ro- 
ftrr*tf to Commlttoo—Mr. Mason 
Addrosstt tho Vonatc on His Rts- 
olutlon Prstontod Last Wtek. 


Washington, Dec. 12.~In the absence 


of Mr. Frye. president of the Senate 
pro tern. Mr. Platt, of Connecticut. pro- 
Bided over the Senate at the session of 
that body Monday. 
Resolution* of the Massachusetts 


Legislature, favoring a constitutional 
amendment giving Congress authority 
to establish uniform hours of labor in 
manufactories, were presented by Mr. 
Hoar, read and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Education and Labor. 


Resolutions of the Connecticut Legis- 


lature favoring the exclusion of polyg- 
a mists from membership in Congress 
were presented by the presiding officer 
and referred to the Judiciary Commit- 
tee. 


A bill for the coinage of the Ameri- 


can product of silver was introduced 
by Mr. Pettigrew, (Sil. Rep., S. D.). 


Mr. Morgan (Dem., La.) introduced 


a Joint resolution to prohibit combina- 
tion between corporations to control 
Interstate commerce and said that Me 
would call It up hereafter. It prohibits 
contracts, agreements or combinations 
having for their purpose the control of 
the price of anything- which is the sub- 
ject of interstate commerce, or the In- 
crease of the cost of transportation, or 
discrimination in favor or against any 
class of dealers, traders, or customer, 
or any localities. 


Mr, Hoar introduced a joint resolu- 


tion for a constitutional amendment to 
make the Presidential and Congres- 
sional terms "end and begin on the last 
Wednesday in April instead of March 
4. It was referred to the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. 


Mr. Chllton (Dem., Tex.) Introducod 


a bill to prohibit the transportatl6n of 
goods controlled by trusts, and It was 
laid on the table temporarily. 


Mr. Pettigrew (Sil. Rep., S. D.) of- 


fered a preamble and resolution con- 
cerning Gen. Merriom's action toward 
the miners of the Coeur d'AUne mining 
district in Idaho, and calling on the 
Secretary of War for copies of all in- 
structions to Gen. Merriam on the sub- 
Jei-t. and of his reports. 


Mr. Chandler (Rep , N. H.) objected, 


and the resolution went over. 


The resolution offered last week by 


Mr. Mason (Rep., III.) declaring the 
sympathy of the Senate with the Boers 
in the South African war, was laid be- 
fore the Senate, nnd Mr. Mnson spoke 
in support of Jt. Its language Is: 


"Resolved, That we watch wilh deep 


and abiding interest the hooric battle 
of thi1 South African Republic against 
cruelty and oppression, and our best 
hopes go out for the full success of 
their determined contest for liberty." 


In advocacy of. his resolution Mr. Ma- 


son quoted at much length from Daniel 
AVebster's speeches expressing sym- 
pathy with the Greeks in their Insur- 
rection against Turkey. He denied 
that the English Government had been 
friendly to the United States in the 
late war with Spain. The English peo- 
ple, 
he said, had been, because they 


were a Christian people, but the Ensr- 
llsh Government had never been the 
friend of the United States. 


Proceeding* in the House. 


Washington, Dec. 12.—The attend- 


ance In the galleries of the House Mon- 
da> to hear the opening of the debate 
on tho currency Kill was nof large. 
Immediately after the reading of the 
Journal the House, under the special 
order, went into committee of the 
•whole (Mr. Hepburn of Iowa in the 
chair), and consideration of the bill 
was begun. Mr. Overstreet (Indiana), 
who is to be in charge of the measure 
on the floor, opened the general debate. 


Mr. Overstreet made a speech of con- 


siderable length on the bill and then 
yielded the floor to other members who 
wished to take part In the discussion. 


"In my judgment," said Mr. Gal- 


linger, "this Is a bill that ought not to 
and probably will not receive the fa- 
vorable consideration of the committee. 
The promoters of the bill are deluding 
thousands of poor persons, and are 
merely trying to keep the agitation 
alive for their own benefit." 


Mr. Mason (Illinois), who had intro- 


duced the bill in the last congress, ex- 
pressed bin belief that It was being 
exploited for a bad purpose. 


War Price Was a Blank. 


Washington, Dec. 12.—The Supreme 


Court, in an opinion read by Justice 
Peckham, has released the Spanish 
steamship Bueno Ventura, which had 
been seized as a. prize in the Cuban 
war on the around that she had been 
captured before May 21, the limit al- 
lowed Spanish vessels to leave Ameri- 
can ports. She left Pascogoula, Miss., 
April 19. two days before the declara- 
tion of war. The District Court held 
that she was a lawful prize and wa» 
not Included In the proclamation giv- 
ing vessels thirty days to leave Ameri- 
can ports. Chief Justice Fuller and 
Justices Gray and McKenna dissented 
from the- decision of the Supreme 
Court. The Pedro, captured by the 
New York off Havana April 22, was de- 
clared by the Supreme Court a lawful 
prise.

Howe\er, it 
happened that such very well-known 
army officers a« Major Philip Ray and 
t'aptain Walker, «ho wfre stationed in 
Alaska last summer, made a thorough 
investigation of the diggings, and their 
reports at Washington substantiate 
everything that is sakl in this article. 
But probably the best proof of all of 
tho wonderful Cape Nome sands, where 
(fold was as free as the air to over 2000 
stranded mineis last summer, lies in 
the sucks of the yellow stuff \\ hich 
have been brought down during the 
pas! three months and sold to Uncle 
Sam through the government assay of- 
fice at Seattle. 


Assayer Wing estimates that at least 


J400.000 in I 'ape Nome gold has been de- 
posited with him this fall, while the 
records of the transportation com- 
panies show that as much more has 
been disposed of through other sources, 
or sent to San Francisco. 


The dincovoivis of the C'apt1 Nurne 


district weie Peter hinder beig, John 
Tjindbloom and Johan Brandson. The 
first two wen* sailors on the \\halt-r 
Alaska. 
Becoming dissatisfied 
with 


their lot, In August, 1898, they deserted, 
landing on the beach near Cai e Nome, 
on Norton Sound They hid for a few 
days and then were taken Into camp, 
hungry and worn, by the tribe- of Es- 
kimos. A few days later they canoed 
up the Snake Hlvcr on a little pros- 
pectins 
tilj). The result was that 


Linderbeix and Llndbloom found gold- 
bearing gravel on a shallow bedrock 
on the bed of a creek cnteiing Snake 
1 liver. They rooked out over $5,000 on 
the "second day, when they had laid out 
their claims. They kept thtir s-'ersiet 
for a few days, brought in some of 
their countrymen from Port riarence, 
and then organized the district. Since 
that day they have located claims all 
over tho district, which Is thirty miles 
square. It is estimated Jhat each one 
of the three discoverers of Cape Nome 
has taken out upwards of $100,000 kince 
their lucky find was made. 


The romance about Cape Nome, 


however, lies in the discovery of gold 
in the beach sands. In June, this year, 
the camp numbered not over 300 peo- 
ple. 
Late in the month steamers from 


Dawson brought hundreds of miners 
flown the Yukon bound "outside," hav- 
ing found mining In the interior un- 
profitable. They camped in tents on 
the beach at Nome, waiting for the 
steamers to take them to Seattle. Half 
of them had barely enough money to 
pay their passage. The rest were pre- 
paring to work their way to Seattle. 
One day, one of the miners in a tent 
accidentally found gold colors in sand 
beneath his tent. He seized a pan, and 
with the sea water panned a dozen 
pan1' full of the dirt. The deeper he 
went into the moist beach the higher 
errew the number of colors. In an 
hour's work h£ found a pay streak, 
with pans averaging lOc to 15c. 
That 


settled it. The next day sluice boxe«. 
men TrJth pans and shovels were thick 
on the beach as flies around a molas- 
ses barrel in a country store. 


P'or weeks the -beach fairly swarmed 


with men. ATI made wages of $5 up to 
$80 per day. AH who were working at 
vvatjes in the little City of Anvil, now 
called Nome, threw up their positions 
and went to paning gold on the beach. 
The Deposits lay in a 60-foot strip be- 
tween low and high tide, reserved by 
the government. It was free to all who 
same. There was no staking of claims, 
as no title could pass from the govern- 
ment 


At one time there were over 3,000 


men at work, on the beach. The steam- 
»rs that came from Seattle with miners 
bound for Dawson, for the Koyukuk, 
Tanana and Forty-Mile districts, iand- 
jd their passengers at Nome. Soon the 
Country was staked for miles. 
The 


steamers two months later 
began 


bringing the beach miners to Seattle. 
instead of coming down from the north 


I with empty pockets, all had money. 
The individual amounts ran from a few 
hundred to $10,000. 
Great excitement 


reigned among north-bound 
miners, 


ind returning steamers went away 
with every foot of space occupied by 
passengers and men. 


Out of a space of ground 20 feet 


square on Anvil Creek* two miners took 
{10.000 Jr. a day. Back to the hills went 
the prospectors, over the tundra, in 
•.vhich they found colors. In the spring 
an effort will be made to find the moth- 
er lode, from which, it Is supposed by 
Ihe miners, glaciers ground down the 
^old-bearing rocks into the sea ages 
ag-o, depositing their precious contents 
on the sands for American miners to 
find at the dawn of the twentieth cen- 
tury. Nome is a typical mining camp in 
Alaska. Half of the people will live this 
n inter in tents. Ev«ry article of food 
is dear. Wages are $10 per day and up. 
Hundreds have already gone to Daw- 
ion to winter, expecting: to take the 
first boats for the new -mining fields in 
the ppring, beating: the all-vvator route 
icveral weeks.

In wnrni-bloodedanimalssjmp- 
toms ol poisoning appear within 10 or 
15 minutes after absorption of the poi- 
son, 
breathing' becomes difficult, cues 


of riain are provoked, cramps occur, 
and death speedily ensues. Prof. Brie- 
ger has found that the active principle 
of the prison is a crystalline body of 
which so infinitesimal a quantity as 
0.00005 tjram causes the death of a 
guinea pi?r weighing 300 grams within 
20 minutes.

The employment of Italian laborerg 


on the extoiuiou of the city water works 
a displeasing to onr citizens who ire 
ont of work, and it is, to My the least, 
unfortunate that the msn having the 
work in charge conld not have managed 
to give it to local labor. When Ike con- 
tractors for the new dry dock arrived in 
Portsmouth the Herald pointed ont 
that it would be moat displeasing to 
Portsmouth business men to have Ital 
iau or other contract laborers imported 
to do the work, and promised the con- 
tractors that any number of men here 
could be employed at short notice. 
Superintendent Treadwell told 
the 


Berall that he would agree to em- 
ploy local labor if the men suited him 
and did their work, and up to the pres- 
ent time he hau had no difficulty. 
The 


Herald doas not kno*v wb» made the 
contract to have the water main exten- 
sions put in by outside labor, but it 
fully 1 e;."ves ivnt it is not for the best 
interest t ot i e t-ity to have the money 
sent ont of t'm city. The plea might 
be made that the work can be done 
cheaper by contract, but thin has been 
shown to be a myth, as most contract 
work fails to come up to the standard 
of that produced by competent local 
labor. Again, the money paid to our 
own citizens goes into the pockets of 
our own people and enables the men 
who puj their proportionate part of the 
taxes to secure the necessary cash to 
live. It is unfortunate that an effort 
has been made to economize at the ex- 
pense of the men who need money to 
provide for their homes this winter.
